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APPENDIX

36. (Once Amended) A method to treat spinal cord damage; spinal cord trauma; 
neuronal tissue damage produced by multiple sclerosis, comprising administering to a 
patient in need thereof an effective amount of an FGF-9 polypeptide or a biologically 
active fragment thereof. 

37. The method of Claim 36, wherein said FGF-9 polypeptide is human. 

38. The method of Claim 37, wherein said polypeptide has FGF-9 specific immunogenic 
activity. 

39. (Once Amended) The method of Claim 36, wherein said polypeptide comprises 
amino acid 1 to amino acid 208 of human FGF-9 as set forth in Fig. 3 (SEQ ID NO: 5). 

40. (Twice Amended) The method of Claim 36, wherein said polypeptide has 95% 
sequence identity to amino acid 1 to amino acid 208 of human FGF-9 as set forth in Fig. 
3 {SEQ ID NO: 5), and wherein said polypeptide has FGF activity.. 

41 . (Once Amended) The method of Claim 37, wherein said polypeptide has 95% 
sequence identity to amino acid 1 to amino acid 208 of human FGF-9 as set forth in Fig. 
3 (SEQ ID NO: 5), and wherein said polypeptide has FGF activity. 

69. The method of claim 36 to treat multiple sclerosis. 
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
